The legislation 
is proposed in a rider to the poatal 
bill which has pa sse d the Senate, 
and in a bill introduced by Senator 
Thomas Sterling, Republican, of 
South Dakota. 

While not especially authorized 
by the 660 newspapers comprising 
his asaodaUon to speak for them, 
Mr. Thompson stated that he sub- 
mitted to practically all the larger 
newspapers a summarization of his 
statement, and that all esOept OBO 
supported hib positioa. , 

Senator A. O. Stanley, Democrat, 
of Kentucky, Introducing the press 
representatives, asserted that the 
legislation was designed "not to pre- 
vent racing, but to limit the free- 
dom of speech by plaetag arMtrary 
restrictions not apoa tracks, hut ap- 
on the preoB." 

He said that "to directly and ar- 
bitrarily limit freedom of speech in 
order to possibly and indirectly 
reach some local violationa of law, 
such as wagers upon a trdck, Is^ es- 
sentially vicious and indefensible." 

The Senator predicted that no en- 
4iaMktcziea legislative body would 
enact such restrictions. The States,, 
and not the Federal Ooveramant, 
should regulate tha "aierita of the 
people.'* he «M, aad characterized 
as a "isgislatlve Itch" the tendency 
of Congrees to regulate all activi- 
ties of the people. He asserted he 
abhorred gambling in all forma, hut 
cmaa« iesiaiaUoii which would 
place a censorship upon the press. 

The proposed legislation, Senator 
Stanley asserted, if enacted into 
law, would prohibit the circulation 
in this couBtry of aewspapera ianied 
under ^e aerere and drastic censor- 
ship of the auto<»acies of Europe. 
He condemned what he termed 
"half baked legislation," and said 
that "neither the minds nor the 
stomachs of a free people are pre- 
pared to endure such a hill," adding 
that he "wished to emphasize its 
evils in order that this character of 
toglslatloa may be diseoeracedf."

In tbe year Juit cloood tbe prop- 
erty loss in Paris as a result of fires 
reached a total of 1 2, 3 62.05, accord- 
ing to the annual report of Fire 
Chief Earl McCracken, recently sub- 
mitted to Mayor E. B. ^ January. 
Compared to surrounding towns 
Paris bas been extremely fortunate In 
the matter of fire losees, the build- 
ings destroyed or damaged having 
been small ones. 

In his report Chief McCracken 
gaTo a abort oninmary. In wblcb was 
included tbe following: Sixty-five 
runs were made, of which twenty- 
four were in response to false 
alarms; forty-one blazes were dis- 
covered, resulting in a property loss 
of $2,362.06; tbo property thus 
menaced Is estimated as being ralued 
at 1517,000. 

In the past few years Paris has 
had very few fires of much conse- 
quence and tbe. property loss bas 
been ^tnoonslderaMo. ' Tbo loeal de- 
partment is now In a high state of 
efficiency, being equipped with the 
latest fire-fighting apparatus. The^ 
personnel is made up of men of good 
physique, who understand their bus- 
iness tborougbly* an4 - who know, 
what to do when they get to fl're- 
flgbting. The people of Paris have 
good cause for congratulation in 
having a good fire department for 
the protection of life and property.
